The foreground in

carpet interspersed at intervals with 
flowering beds and winding walks and 
the passer-by is usually attracted to 


further investigation by the mere 


heauty of tho entrance. Years o£ cul- 
tivation have made the lawn In the 
foreground and its gardens one of the 
most beautiful sights in the city and 
this year It seems brighter and green- 
er than ever. 
The only mark of de- 


preciation noticed is atx the 
small 


fountain pond in the centre. ' The life 
afforded In other years by the spout- 
ins of the fountain is missing this 
summer and the water seems dead and 
listless. 


The two giant slabs at the entrance 


to the park proper continue to give 
out their message as In past yoars 
that the park was given 'to the city 
In 1SS6 by Emily and Elizabeth Rog- 
ers and }hat Its real name is Rogers 
Fort Hill park, although the city has 
come to know It merely as Fort Hill 
park. 
The land was originally ac- 


quired by the father of the Rogers 
sisters In 1S05 and was cultivated as 
a farm. 
Today Its products are not 


dairy goods 
and 
vegetables, 
but 


beauty and 
Inspiration 
to all who 


wish to partake of them. 


The main driveway up the sloping 


side of the hill has a new attraction 
this year that the visitor of five or 
ten years ago did not see. 
A large 


tract to the right of °the . driveway 
has been screened off for the family 
of deer acquired by the park com- 
mission and there one sees Lowell's 
first and only zoological garden. 


Four softly-browned animals were 


to be seen this morning all huddled 
in one corner of the tract set apart 
and each was munching away with' 
clock-like precision and never a pause 
on some good-tasting cud. Every con- 
venience is provided in the home of 
the- deer. 
A little dug-out has been 


tunneled from the side of ',he hill toi 
their quarters, a stone lodge has been 
erected to give tho fleet animals a 
touch of the natural and there- is a 
miniature lako near the centre of their 
reservation where they may drink Just 
as though they were in the thick ol 
the wildest forest. 


The crest of Fort Hill where Wanna- 


lancet erected his forts to defend the 
members of his tribe against the at- 
tacks of hostile Indians still has Its 
marble slab with the name of outly- 
ing cities and towns and mountains 
that can be seen In all directions. The 
park's mammoth flagpole stands In Its 
usual dominating position, but sadly 
unadorned. Four cannon or unlndlcated 
eel vintage stand silent guard over the 
city 33 they point the noses In the 
four directions.

On May 1, 
1S91, these two companies were com- 
bined to form the Lowell & Suburban. 
The- main barn of the Lowell Hors« 
Railroad company \vas in East Merrl- 
mack street, but there was another

which supplied the cars and horses for 
the 
Middlesex 
and Westford 
street 


routes. 
The East Morrlmack street 


barn was destroyed by fire in July, 
ISS3. but was afterward rebuilt.
